T he move lo • save Ihc charm’* of the Victoria area 
by the pic.<e‘r>'ation of historic sites and buildingi 
before it is too late. ha.s taken a positive step forward. 
A private tnist has been mooted as the most Ukeiy 
effective method of stH-urinif thia.very desirable aim. 

As the ptwincial archivist noUxl, ton years from 
now those butldini^s of architectural and historic aiK* 
niflcance may in Urpe part have dwappeared. Speedy 
action ia necewsary it the pioneer heritage of the dty 
and it* envliw is to he prcdected. 

The core of the problem ia money with which to 
aecure and maintain such buildings as are still worth 
preserving. It is here that private benevolence, coupled 
with wise munkapal zonirtfi. may be invoked. 

An example is to be found in the national trusta 
of England and Scotland, where by voluntary opera¬ 
tion similar historic sitM and building are preserved. 
These Iruats invite the co-<H)eration o( individuals and 
groups by scheduled memberahipa of varying fee*, and* 
phllanthrc^c bequest and cndowinent by individuals 
of means interested in this work. 

Such an operation Tiere would be on a much smal¬ 
ler scale tsut there ia every reaacm to believe it could 
be equally succeMfut. li certainly aeaini to be a 
meth^ likely to gain considerable response, and the 
project is w-eil worth pursuing with enthusiasm. 

As an opening gambit the committee appointed to 
draft specif plans along the lines of a private trust 
might be well advised to enumerate and list publicly 
the buildincrs falling into the category of thoae of his¬ 
torical interest. This would sharpen the focus of sudi 
a tnist’s aims and provide a definite objective to which 
all those concerned about the preservation of the civic 
h^tage might set their sights.

But forest products being such a vital pari of 
Canada’s export trade, and the woods being a renew¬ 
able resource in need of such careful husbanding in 
both the federal and provincial spheres, the seeming 
rriegatlon of forestry to lowest rank at Ottawa by the 
Liberal administration is cause for some apprehension. 

Time will tell, but certainly the appearance is 
that the Pearson government Ls taking a backward 
step in this important sector of the countiy's economy.

T he western world has long looked upon the 
Chinese people as being the outstanding prac- 
tilers of palienoe and ttoicism. Through China's long 
history its warkinls have always won their greatest 
vtctories through wars of attrition. 

However, perhaps through their enforced separa¬ 
tion from the Chinese mainland. Chinese Nationalwt 
gove rn ment leaders appear to have lost their charae- 
teristic quality. 

Rather than employ their age-old and time-tested 
itrategy of wearing dmvn thrir opponeDta—in this b>- 
atance, the Republte of France-^he Formosan Chi- 
neoe have mov^ quickly rather than wisely to break 
off (fiplocnatic relationahip with President 6e Gaulle'i 
government in protest against his recognition of Com¬ 
munist China. 

Rather than placing the onus of deciding between 
the Peking and Tal^ regimes upon France alone, the 
Formosan government has reJeAed the advice of its 
Amntean mentors and played directly into the hands 
of Oneral de Gaulle and the Chinese Communists. 

No longer is the French president faced with 
making a distasteful and diplomatically dangerous de¬ 
cision on the matter.
